ing Lo inscriptions of the sarcophague, was

Mrs, Mackay, through her sister, the
Countess Telfener, bought tws mummiers
and a lot of antique vases and domestic
utensils, presumably intended to be gifts
o some American museuym.

BERLIN, June 22.—<Thils has been a week
of speechesn and regattas, favored during
the iast bhulf by fine psunny weather, It
began with the unvelling of the Bismarck
memorial in frent of the Reichsiag bulld-
fog Sunday, which drew to Berlin scores of
thousands of prople from every part of
Germany and soveral thoussnds of foreign-
ers, lncluding many American tourists,
Count von Duelow's oration on that ocen-
sion murprised the emporor, becauss the
whalo tope differed from his majesty’'s con-
ception  of Bismarck's achlevements, in
which the emperor only sees A servant's
dolngs at his master’'s direction. This his
majosty syain emphasized at the time by
the inscription on the wreath deposited at
the foot of the statue in his behalf, It
roadas:

“To the Gireat Empoeror's Great Servant.”

Whoreas, at the unveiling of the Bis-
marck status the emperor did not open
hig lps, bis majesty made two noteworthy
addrosses at Cuxhaven and at Kiel, the
former belng the more Importaut. The
emperor used Count von Buelow's happy
metaphor, saying Germany had “"won for
herselt a place in the sunshine” and dwelt
emphationlly on German commercial and
national expanalon.

The lberal press hus consldered theres
from that it s '‘mpossible 1o grant the
agrariun demands, which means that the
pepewal of the commercinl treaties will be
rendered most diMcult, The agrarian press
has denied this cautiously and the con-
servative presa has kept silence. The whole
presa was agreeably affected by the em-
peror’'s statement that peace s now se-
cured for a numher of years to come. The
Cologne Volks Zeltung today critically re-
views his majesty's Cuxhaven speech and
BAYSs:

Expedition a Total Fallure.

“The emperor has by his words cor-
roborated what Is claimed by the center,
namely, that the China expedition has been
a total fallure, for (f the Chinese war |n
really ended, what has Germany achieved
by It? Not even the relmbursement of ita
actual outlny and certainly not the en-
Iargement of Its Cbinese possesslons; nor
has It brought about harmony among the
powers In China, It |s notorious that there
have been almost constant wrangling and
jealousies among them. It would have been
better If Germany had alene punlshed
China for Baron von Ketteler's murder. No
power could have objected and the pun-
{shment would then have been adequate
to the enormity of the erime.”

The so-called Kiel week, which hegan
Thursday, has thus far been Interesting,
though the wind has been unsatisfactory.
Yestarday at the great yacht race all of the
soventy-four yachts contesting were bhe.
ealmed when but a few hundred yards from
the gea! nfter thres hours' splendid sall-
fog. The emperor, who had persopally
steored the empress’ yacht, the Tduna, came
in fourth, losing a prize. His majesty en-
tered a protest against the winner, the
Comet, but the judges declded agaloat him.
The fact is that the best boats have been
unable to show thelr good poinis bacause
of the unfavorable wind conditions, An-
other French steam yacht, the Freya, has
entered the racea.

NMussians Well Treated.

Among the foreign ships which bhave ar-
rived in Kiel harbor for the occasion is
the Russian armored oruiser BSvietlana,
commanded by the grand duke Alexis, to
whom the emperor showed speclal atten-
tlons.

The German press has not commented
on the Washington red book's statements
regurding the Spanish-American wuer and
Germany's non-declaration of neutrality,
but the correspondent of the Assoclated
Preas has been (nformed in ofMclal clircles
that CGermany’'s action in not issuing »
declaration of neutrality was simply in
accordance with German polioy, established
since Bismarck's time and did not have
any unfriendly meaning, eithor toward the
United States or Bpaln, as tha subsequent
attitude of Germany clearly demonstrated.

Germany has now secured twenty-two
steamers for the trapsporting home of Its
troops In China, winding up August 31,
from Bhanghai, with the Princesa Irene.

It Is significant that the entire German
press is discussing the chances of Dr. von
Blemens, director of the Deutsche bank,
and Herr Bellin, director of tha Hamburg-
American lne, both of them outspoken 1ih-
erals, entering the cabinet at the emperor's
wish. Thes Voasischa Zeitung, independent-
liberal, says nelther of them can afford it,
ae It would mean degradation from
their exalted position of “loyal mer-
chant” to comparative ofMelal insignifl-
cance. The paper citex that Herr
Moeller, the minister ol commercs,
who, though a liberal, has mnot the
ecourage 1o displace his present conserva-
tive assistants, who will paralysze their
ehiot's Intentions.

Frank
I"arrell’'s Bonnibert, that shared with The
Parader at one time the honors of favorlie,
falled to run his race and was fourth.
His Eminence, purchased for §20,000 by
Clarence M. Mackay and groomed for a
victory In the classic, had a bad start,
but under Jockey Odom's terrifio riding at
the end landed (n fAfth position. Sanna-
zarro, 8ix S8hooter, Beau Gallant, Sllverdale
and Badie S. fAnished In order named be-
hind His Eminence.

That it was a truly run race was the
oplolon of every unprejudiced spectator.
The Parader, fast as the wind in the Derby
workout, which faet induced his owner
to ship him from New York te the Wash-
ington park track at the eleventh hour,
was seventh away at the drop of Starter
Dwyer's red flag after the fleld had made
one false break,

Plggott had orders to make a killlig
pace. He al once took the favorite to the
front and there The Parader remained un-
til the stretch was reached. Plggott ls a
strong rider, but he did not figura upon
all of the problems that were known to
Jockey John Bullman, who rated his mount
into second place and kept Robert Waddell
within striking distance until the head of
the stretch.

Bullman had been the most disconsolate
man on the big track an hour and a half
before the Derby was run, Then it seemed
to him that he would not have a mouunt
In the race, although last year, on Sldney
Lucas, he had won the race. Epgaged to
ride Boonibert and displaced when the
eastern owner obtained the services of
Jockey Nash Turner from W. C. Whitney
Bullman was discouraged. Early ln the
day J. W. Schorr, owner of Lady Schorr,
engaged him to pllot the filly in the mile
and a halt event. But the veterinarian de-
clared against the starting of this speedy
daughter of Esther and once more Bull-
man was “lo the cold.” Friends who knew
his riding abilitles worked hard to se-
curs & mount for him. Virgiuia Bradley
was undecided between VanDusen and Sea
for the mount on his entry. He had heard
from the poolroom men that Bullman
might not try to win. This decided the
quaint southerner. Calling Bullman, an
hour before the bugle summoned the anl-
mals to the post, he offered $2,000 if he
would win with Robert Waddell. Bullman
was fixed at last, Frank Farrell told him
that he could not straighten the tangle and
tendered the jockey £500 for his humlill-
atlon. With this roll of bills In his jockey
boot and “Virginia” Bradley's promise of
twice as much money as “Jim" Cushing

PITTSBURG ABOUT SUBMERGED:

In Forty-Eight Minutes 1,10 Inches
of Rain Fall=Storm
Kills Three.

PITTSBURG, June 22.—The vicinity of
Plttsburg was visited today by one of the
flercest storms known since the United
States weather bureau has been established.
Within forty-elght minutes 1.1% inches of
rain fell and during that time the lghtning
and thunder was almost continnous. The
wind was not high, except in a coptracted
path & few hundred feet wide, which swept
Hke a tornado from McKee's Rocks through
Allegheny, a portion of the east end of
Pittaburg and on to Wilmerding and Turtla
Creek. Three llves were lost durlng the
storm.

The Point Breeze Presbyterlan ohurch was
struck by lightning and the steeple, tas |
gether with & portlen of the roof of s
edifice, was wrecked.

At East Pltisburg Turtls oreek whs
higher than every known before, hut the
inhnbitants slong Ita banks were warned
by an englne golng over the route whistling
and ringing ita bell, letting the people
know of the danger. All but n portion of
the town of Turtle Creek Is under water
tonight.
